HOPE ETERNAL 


Still Springs Up in the 


Durrant Breast. 


He Thinks All Resources Have 
not Been Exhausted. 


Mention of His Mother Brings 
Tears to His Eyes. 


Resents the Actions of the Press. 
Says He Will Die Bravely, but 
His Execution Would Be a Ter- 
rible Mistake. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 

SAN QUENTIN PRISON, Nov. 9.— 
[Special Dispatch.] Today the Chron- 
icle correspondent obtained the first 
authentic interview with Theodore 
Durrant that has been given to anyone 
in months. The young murderer has 
steadily refused to talk with newspa- 


| per men, but he relaxed his rule to- 


day. He has been represented as 
broken under the recent news that his 
case was well nigh hopeless, but ‘he 
showed no sign of discomposure. He 
is still hopeful, and declares that if he 
must die, he will do so bravely. And 
the men around him, his guards and 
custodians, say he will hope on to the 
end, and then go calmly to the grim 
machine which is to kill him. They will 
take the usual precautions with him, 
but they do not fear an attempt to 
defeat the end that the law has chosen 


|or an acknowledgment of guilt. 


Today, he granted. an interview in 
Cart. Edgar’s office. Once only dur- 
ing the talk that lasted for half an 
hour did he show a sign of emotion. 
It was at the mention of the name of 
his mother. Then tears welled up into 
his eyes, and his voice grew husky. 

He said:“I am feeling well, and never 
enjoyed better health in my life. The 
decision of the Supreme Court makes 
the situation somewhat gloomy, but I 
am still hopeful. I do not think every 
resource has been exhausted, but that 
is a matter in the hands of my lawyers. 
I do not know what the outcome will 
be, but I have every hope, and I do 
not think such a crime as the execu- 
tion of an innocent man could be com- 
mitted. If they execute me, a terrible 
mistake will be made. 


“I have stood up ynder this terrible 


strain--through the.chée*of my mother 
and friends, the knowledge of my in- 
nocence and the teachings of God. And 
my mother, she has been everything 
to me. She is a noble woman, It has 
all been for the son she loves. I can- 
not express it. The ordeal must be 
faced to know her trial.”’ 

As the prisoner spoke, tears came up 
and glistened in his eyes then for her 
sake he was resentful. 

“The public references to her,’ he 
went on, “have hurt me more than 
anything else. They have cut me the 
keenest of all. It is worse than in- 
justice to me. I have not been fairly 
treated by the press and public. Con- 
victed on evidence that was purely cir- 
cumstantial, every incident in the af- 
fair has been twisted and distorted 
against me. I have been misquoted 
when I talked, and quoted when I did 
not talk. I feel aggrieved toward the 
press, for I do not believe I would have 
been convicted but for the manner in 
which the public was inflamed.” 


DURRANT’S LAST APPEAL, 


His Attorneys Argue Against His 
Confinement at San Quentin. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]} 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 9.—Before the 
Supreme Court today was argued the 
last appeal standing in the way of the 
resentencing of Theodore Durrant for 
the murder of Blanche Lamont. The 
appeal was one brought by Durrant’s 
attorneys after the second sentence 
passed on him, and was based on the 
claim that additional punishment was 
being inflicted upon him by the court 
in ordering him closely confined in San 
Quentin prison pending execution, in 
the warden having cropped his hair 
short and having garbed him in prison 
stripes. Louis P. Boardman appeared 
for Durrant, and C. N. Post for the 
Attorney-General’s office. 

Ft is expected that a decision will be 
arrived at soon after the receipt of the 
remittitur in the case of the appeal 
sent yesterday by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

SENTENCED TODAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REYVORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9.—Dist.- 
Atty. Barnes appeared before Judge 
Bahrs today and informed the court 
that he had received official notice 
from the Supreme Court of the United 
States that they had affirmed the de- 
cree of the United StateS Circuit Court 
in the Durrant case. Judge Bahrs 
thereupon issued an order directing 
that Theodore Durrant be brought from 
San Quentin penitentiary tomorrow in 
order that a new date be set for the 
carrying out of the sentence already 
imposed upon the condemned murderer. 

It was currently rumored that Friday 
next may be selected as the date for 
the execution of Durrant, it being gen- 
erally understood that the law requir- 
ing that five days’ notice be given the 
defendant does not apply in this in- 
stance.

SCOPE HAS BROADENED. 


THE AMERICAN BRITISH-CANADIAN 
CONFERENCE ALL-EMBRACING. 


After the Bering Sea Troubles Have 
Been Oiled Over Commercial 
Reciprocity and Other Choice 
Bones of Contention Will Be 
Brought Out. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Gen. Fos- 
ter and Sir Julian Pauncefote conferred 
today as to the arrangements for the 
meeting of British,Canadian and Amer- 
ican representatives relative to the 
Bering Sea. A general understanding 
was reached that the arrival today of 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, the Canadian Pre- 
mier, and party would permit the meet- 
ing to open on Thursday, as tomorrow 
is likely to be given to an exchange of 
views between the Canadians and Brit- 
ish. 

The British Ambassador will accom- 
pany the Premier to the White House 
tomorrow morning and introduce him to 
the President. This will be a call of 
courtesy. however, and it is not ex- 
pected’ that any of the pending ques- 
tions will be referred to. The British 
embassy has extended an invitation to 
Sir Wilfred Laurier to be a guest dur- 
ing his stay here, but he has deter- 
mined to remain with the other Cana- 
dian representatives at the Shoreham, 
Where headquarters have been en- 
gaged. 

It is now definitely settled that the 
coming meeting will take a much 
broader scope than was first antici- 
pated. At the onset there will be a 
comparison of notes between the seal 
experts, Mr. Hamlin for the United 
States, Prof. Thompson for Great 
Britain and Prof. Macoun for Canada. 
The Canadian Premier and Sir Louis 
Davies, Sir Julian Pauncefote and Gen. 
Foster will be present in an unoffi- 
cial capacity, ready to take up the 
larger phases of the question when the 
seal experts have concluded their ex- 
change of technical information. 

It is said the relations existing be- 
tween Great Britain and Canada make 
it essential that all questions of an im- 
perial character shall be concluded by 
the direct representatives of the impe- 
rial government. At th. same time, the 
presence of the Cana a Premier is 
expected to in reaching 8 
conclusions, without the usual delays 
of acting through the British Foreign 
Office. The formal execution of these 
conclusions would devolve entirely on 
the imperial authorities in London and 
their representative here, the British 
Ambassador. 

It was said at the State Department 
that the first object would be to reach 
a settlement on the Bering Sea ques- 
tion, and with that out of the way there 
would be every disposition to favor a 
conference on border immigration, Can- 
adian-American interests in the Klon- 
dike, reciprocity and the other ques- 
tions which Sir Wilfred and his asso- 
ciates regard as paramount to the Be- 
| ring Sea, issue. 

LAURIER’S PARTY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and party arrived here at 4 
o'clock today and took quarters at 
the Shoreham.

FIVE SIKHS KILLED. 


Were Reconnoitering on Kurmana 
River—Became Penned in a 
Burning Jungle — Tribessmnen 

Gather on Higher Ground and 
Assail Them with Rocks.

California Company to Handle 
the Island’s Output. 


New Refinery at Crockett to Be 
Started Up Early Next Year. 
Sixty-one Carloads of Machinery 
for the Plant—Heet Caltivation, 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Plans have been perfected 
for fighting the Sugar Trust on Janu- 
ary 1, when the five-year contract of 
the Hawaiian planters with the West- 
ern Sugar Refinery will expire. The 
trust will continue to handle that por- 
tion of the crop, say 59,000 tons, which 


Claus Spreckels can control. Of the 
remainder of the 225,000 tons, 150,000 
tons will be placed on the market by 


the California Beet Sugar and Refining 
Company, in which Welch & Co., 
George W. McNear and their friends 
are the principal elements. Of the 150,- 
000 tons of the raw jsland product, 90,- 
000 tons will be sent to New York, 
where it has already been sold to re- 
fineries independent of the trust. The 
remaining 60,000 tons will be refined at 
the California Beet Sugar and Refinery 
Company’s works at Crockett, on the 
Straits of Carquinez. 

The factory will start in January and 
February and run on cane sugar until 
sugar beets shall be ready. The ca- 
pacity of the new refinery is to be 350 
tons daily. The building is the old 
Starr Mills, to the upper story of which 
an addition will be made. Tne machin- 
ery will all be of American manu.ac- 
ture, differing in that respect from the 
machinery for the Spreckels factory in 
Salinas, which has been brought from 
Germany. Already thirty-one carloads 
fcr the Crockett establishment have are 
rived from Cleveland, and twenty-nine 
more are to come, making a total of 
sixty-one carloads of machinery. 

Outside of the eight plantations cone 
trolled by Theodore Davis & Co. and 
Claus Spreckels, nearly all of the sugar 
crop of the Hawaiian Islands will be 
handled and seld antagonistic to the 
Sugar Trust. Already twelve vesselg 
have been chartered to go around the 
Horn. 

The capital of the California Beet 
Sugar and Refining Company is $2,500,- 
000, and employment will be given the 
year round to 350 men at its Crockett 
factory. It is estimated that the 
amount of beets required to supply the 
capacity of the mill will be 1000 tons 
daily for from 100 to 120 days in the 
year. To furnish this quantity will re- 
quire the planting of between 7000 and 
8000 acres, averaging fifteen tons to the 
acre.

PICKLED DEAD BODY. 


PHOTOS OF GULDENSUPPE’S 
REMAINS IN COURT. 


Defense Enters an Objection to the 
Court's Ruling Admitting Them 
in Evidence. 


OPENING OF THORN’S TRIAL. 


ROUTE OF THE DISMEMBERED 
PARTS CAREFULLY TRACED, 


Witness After Witness Produced to 
Bear Out the Contentions of the 
Prosecution—The Prisoner's 
Loose Confessions, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The trial of 
Martin Thorn for the alleged murder 
of William Guldensuppe began in ear- 
nest this morning. Yesterday the jury 
Was secured, and at 10 o'clock this 
morning Dist.-Atty. William J. Youngs 
began his address. Thorn, clean- 
shaven and well-groomed, sat with un- 
moved countenance as the prosecuting 
attorney outlined his case.. When he 
had concluded, the taking of testimony 
Began. Twenty witnesses were sum- 
moned for examination today, and the 
District Attorney took them one by 
one, just as thé finding of the differ- 
ent portions of the body opened up te# 
the public the fact that a_ terrible 
crime had been committed. 

The first four witnesses were the 
boys who, while swimming in the East 
River, had found the upper portion ot 
the severed trunk, and then followed 
the policemen who were called to the 
scene of the finding, and they in turn 
were followed by witnesses who testi- 
fied to the bringing of that part of the 
body to the morgue. 

The discovery of the lower part of 
the trunk, from which the legs were 
severed half-way between the thigh 
and knees, was then taken up, and 
every person who handled it until it 
Was deposited with the morgue-keeper 
was examined, and each one in turn 
identified the paper, oil cloth and 
cheese cloth in which the. part was 
wrapped. The rest of the afternoon 
Was taken up with the descriptions of 
those who found and inspected the bun- 
dle floating at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
in the other two instances, the 
carrying of these limbs was followed 
from the navy-yard dock to the morgue 
at Bellevue Hospital. 

Then the morgue-keeper was put on 
the stand. At 4 o'clock all the wit- 
nesses who had been brought to court 
for examination had given their testi- 
mony, and as there was no more avail- 
able, the prosecution asked for an ad- 
journment until tomorrow morning. The 
court granted this request, and the 
trial will be resumed at 9:30 o'clock to- 
morrow. It is expected that the greater 
part of the testimony tomorrow will be 
that of the experts who will be pro- 
duced by the people to prove that the 
parts belonged to the same body, and 
7 gg possible, to prove the cause of 
eath. 


THE FIRST WITNESSES. 


Lads Who Found the Upper Part of 


the Body Testify. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS QAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Dist!-Atty. 


¥oungs opened the government's case 


in the Guldensuppe murder trial today, 
cutlining the case made by the prose- 
cution. Mr. Youngs occupied thirty- 
five minutes in his opening address. 
During the entire time Thorn kept his 
eyes iixed steadily on the prosecutor, 
but his face did not betray the slight- 
est emotion. Lawyer Howe requested 
the court to exclude all the witnesses 
from the courtroom with the exception 
of the medical experts. The court so 
ordered, and the witnesses were con- 


‘ducted to the jury room. 


The first witness called was John Me- 
Guire, one of the lads who, while bath- 
ing in East River,- at the foot of 
Eleventh street, found the upper por- 
tion of the body said to be that of 
Guldensuppe. Young McGuire identi- 
fied the piece of oilcloth produced in 
court; aiso a photograph of the part of 
the body. These were marked for iden- 
tification. He was not cross-examined. 

James McKenna, who was McGuire's 
companioh, corroborated McGuire in 
every detail and also identified the oil- 
ctoth and photograph. He also was 
permitted to leave the witness chair 
without being cross-examined. 

‘The prosecution, through several wit- 
nesses who had found parts of the 
body alleged to be Guldensuppe’s re- 
mains, put in testimony leading up to 
the corpus delicti sought to be proved. 
Attorney Howe objected that until 
Guldensuppe’s death was proved, the 
testimony as to finding of parts of re- 
mains was incompetent and premature, 
but his objection was overruled, and 
successive witnesses - testified to the 
finding of parts of the body and their 
removal to the New York morgue. 

Isaac Newton, the morgue-keeper, 
and 
identified a photograph of the assem- 
bled parts. He admitted to the law- 
yerthat he had “pickled” the parts for 
preservation and future identification, 
whereupon the defense took an excep- 
tion to the Judge’s ruling, admitting 
the photographs as evidence. 

FITS OR MISFITS?

The witness then identified the wrap-

TRACING THE CRIME, 


Smart Work of New York Reporters 
Unravels the Mystery. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] © 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—One of the 
chief tasks of the prosecution in 
Guldensuppe case will be to establish 
the dead man’s identity. The head is 
stil} missing, but the body has been 
identified, and the mystery unraveled, 
thanks not to the polite,. but to. the 
keen and smart work of New York 
newspaper reporters. Various semi- 
identifications were made when the re- 
mains were first found, but hour by 
hour the case seemed to grow more 
and. more hopeless. 
got the idea that the man in life, judg- 
ing from his hands, was a masseur or 
something of that kind, and he started 
o work out an identification on this 
asis. He visited the Murray Hill 
Turkish Baths on West Forty-second 
street to refresh himself after a hard 
day’s search, and there he learned that

e reporter discovered that there w 
a woman named Mrs. Augusta Nack, 
who had abandoned her husband for 
4Juldensuppe,; Here was aclew. Might 
not the. husband: have had a hand in 
the bloody work? 

Mrs. Nack lived on the second floor 
of No. 439 Ninth avenue, and thither 
the reporter went. Yes, she knew Gul- 
densuppe, but she had not seen him 
for a few days. She was perfectly 
cool, but there was something about her 
which aroused the suspicions of her in- 
terrogator. He went back to the baths 
and had the attendants there, who 
knew Guldensuppe well, go with him 
to the morgue. These men had no diffi- 
culty in identifying the trunk and arms 
as those of Guldensuppe. They had 
known him for years, and had daily 
seen him stripped to his waist at his 
work. Where the skin was cut from 
the breast, Guldensuppe had carried 
the tattoo marks, which would have 
made identification easy, but it was 
evident that they had been removed to 
prevent their serving such a purpose. 

The reporter then hurried back to 
Mrs. Nack’s house, where he found her 
preparing to move to another wesi- 
dence. The woman was perfectly 
cool and answered all questions plaus- 
ibly, but, as. was discovered almost 
immediately, lied unhesitatingly. These 
lies have helped to weave a network 
of damning evidence around her. Other 
reporters kept watch on the house, so 
that the midwife might be tracked 
wherever she went, and then the story 
was given to the police, who were still 
floundering in the dark. 

Mrs. Nack was arrested, and her 
husband, from whom she was sepa- 
rated, was captured while driving a 
bread wagon. He; however, estab- 
lished his innocence sufficiently well 
to procure his discharge. By this time 
it was learned that Guldensuppe had a 
rival for the affection of Mrs. Nack in 
one Martin Thorn, a barber. Both men 
had quarreled about the woman, and 
had threatened each others’ lives. 

Where: was Thorn? He had disap- 
peared as completely as if the earth 
had opened and swallowed him. A 
eall for his arrest was sent out by the 
police authorities, and for days the 
public waited anxiously for his cap- 
It was believed that he had 
shipped for Germany, and that he 
would be taken into custody on his 
arrival there. 

Meanwhile the missing legs were 
found close to the Navy Yard in 
Brooklyn. They, were tied up in oil- 
cloth, paper and cheese-cloth, similar 
to the wrappings of the two bundles 
previously found. The bath attend- 
ants made the identification more posi- 
tive, as they easily recognized the 
limbs as those of Guldensuppe on ac- 
count of his having overlapping toes. 
The limbs fitted exactly to the lower 
part of the trunk found in the woods, 
and as it fitted to the upper portion 
of the body first found, nothing was 
left to perfect the identification but 
the head, 

At. last came the arrest of Thorn. 
The man had never left the city. He 
had merély shaved off his moustache, 
and with this simple disguise he rubbed 
clothes with the officers who were 
Had he held his 


tinued to live in this city unmolested. 
Thorn, however, liked his beer and 
was fond of a confidant. His terrible 
secret was too much for him, and so 
one day he unburdened his mind to 
an old friend and fellow-barber, John 
Gotha. Gotha he swore to secrecy, but 
the secret was too much for the latter 
also, He would at least tell his wife 
all he knew. 
session of the dread story could not 
and would not rest until the police had 
also heard it. Her brother was a po- 


lice-officer and to him she told the story 


of Thorn’s admission. The detectives 
at once waited on Gotha and. he con- 
firmed the tale told by his wife. 

The arrest of Thorn followed. Gotha 
made an appointment to meet him at 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street 
and Fightz avenue, although Thorn de- 
murred at first, and expressed himself 
as anxious to meet Gotha in a more 
lonely and unfrequented place. Gotha 
and his family believe now that Thorn 
had then regretted having committed 
his secret to the keeping of his friend 
and resolved to kill him. Gotha in- 
duced Thorn to meet himat night on 
the corner mentioned, and as soon as 
Gotha walked toward him Thorn was 
surrounded by detectives and thus his 
‘arrest was effected. : 

Thorn’s story to Gotha was to the 
effect . that Guldensuppe had _ been 
brought by Mrs. Nack to her cottage 
Woodside, L. I., which she had 
rented for the purpose of starting a 
baby farm, and that hé (Thorn) layin 
wait for the bath-rubber in a closet in 
an upstairs room. When Guldensuppe 
reached the house Mrs. Nack told him 
to go upstairs and examine the rooms 
while she went into the yard. Gulden- 
suppe hesitated, but finally went up- 
stairs and passed from room to room, 
peering into the closets until he 
reached the one in which Thorn was 
hidden. As soon as the unsuspecting 
man opened the door Thorn shot him 
in the head, and then dragged him to 
the bath tub, into which he threw him. 
If Gotha’s story be true, Thorn ac- 
knowledged that while. Guldensuppe 
was yet alive the barber drew a knife 
or razor and cut his throat. 

The division of the body was next 

made, and two.of the bundles were 
dropped overboard from a ferryboat in 
the East River. Another he left in the 
woods, having driven there in company 
with Mrs. Nack. The head he encased 
in plaster of paris and sank it in the 
East River. Mrs. Nack had helped 
Thorn to make up the bundles, and it 
was she who purchased the wrapping 
material. Gotha’s statement has been 
proven to-be correct in many particu- 
lars, save that as to the disposition of 
the head. 
-Thorn’s seasons for killing Gulden- 
suppe wer® revenge for his having once 
beaten him and a desire to be free to 
live with Mrs. Nack. Reporters dis- 
covered the woman who sold Mrs. Nack 
the oilcloth and the man who rented 
the Woodside house to herself and 
Thorn. and these two positively identi- 
fied the prisoners. People in the neigh- 
borhood of the cottage were found who 
had seen what they considered to be 
bloody water flowing from the drain 
pipe of the cottage on that Friday 
evening. The drain pipe in question is 
the only outlet from the bath tub in 
which Thorn is said to have cut the 
murdered man’s throat. In the house 
itself blood stains were detected, and 
bullets were found in the surbase and 
embedded in the walls. 

Since his arrest Thorn, it is alleged, 
has made a confession, and the author- 
ities in Long Island City discovered 
the compromising letter which he tried 
to swallow. The letter showed an in- 
tention on the part of both the man 
and woman to cheat the law by com- 
mitting suicide. While they were con- 
fined in the Tombs Prison it was im- 
possible for them to communicate with 
each other, but since they were trans- 
ferred to the Queens County Jail they 
seemed to have been able to exchange 
Dist.-Atty. Olcott of 
this county and Dist.-Atty. Youngs of 
Queens county, after due deliberation, 
decided that it was better to try the 
case in Queens county, as the murder 
is alleged to have been committed 
there, although the plot was concocted 
in New York. 

Thorn, it is said, told a fellow-pris- 


Mrs. Gotha once in pos- 


oner that he would have completed 
“job,” as he termed it, beyond the pos- 
sibility of detection if Mrs. Nack had 
not been too hurried about the disposi- 
tion of the various portions of the body. 
On the.other hand, it is said that Mrs. 
Nack, in a letter to her paramour, had 
told him that he talked too much. An: 
instance of his talking capacity is given 
in a statement made by Frank ‘E. 
Clarke, who was Thorn’s cell-mate in 
the Tombs. According to Clarke the 
alleged murderer having drunk some 
whisky supplied to Clarke medicinally, 
became so communicative as to tell him 
that he had thrown Guldensuppe’s 
head, which has not yet been recov- 
ered, into a clump of bushes near the 
Woodside cottage; that from there it 
was removed by a friend of Thorn, who 
afterward dropped it overboard near 
the fishing banks off Long Branch from 
the fishing boat J. B. Schuyler, which, 
by the way, was burned to the water’s 
edge a few weeks ago. Clarke’s story 
is considered reliable, and it is said 
that the friend who disposed of the 
head is Thorn’s brother-in-law, and he 
will be produced at the.trial as a wit- 
ness for the prosecution. 


MRS, NACK CONFESSES, 

Her Story Corroborates the State- 
ments of the; Reporters. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The Herald 
tomorrow will say: 

“Mrs. Augusta Nack has made a full 
confession. She had until yesterday 
not uttered a word that would incrim- 


inate herself. She had withstood the 
efforts made by the police to extort 
from her an admission that she had 
killed Guldensuppe, or that she had 
planned his death and lured him to 
Woodside, where Martin Thorn ac- 
tually did the shooting. 

“The story which Mrs, Nack has 
told and which she will be called upon 
to repeat to the jury is full of dra- 
matic interest. She has described at 
great length her life with Guldensuppe 
in the little flat on Ninth avenue near 
Thirty-fourth street. She quarreled 
with him frequently after Thorn ap- 
peared upon the scene. Guldensuppe 
was violent, and to rid themselves of 
him she and Thorn determined to kill 
him. She induced him to go to Wood- 
side to inspect a cottage which she had 
hired, as she told him, to conduct her 
business as midwife. She sent him 
upstairs alone, and when she heard 
shots she knew that Thorn had car- 
ried out his promise. 

“The greatest difficulty was to ob- 
literate the traces of the murder. The 
only plan that appeared safe and sure 
was to cut the remains into fragments 
small enough to be carted away with- 
out suspicion. When the proceedings 
had been prepared, Mrs. Nack and 
Thorn hired a surrey in this city and 
drove to Woodside. They threw some 
of their bundles into the East River, 
but were then frightened by the ap- 
proach of deckhands of the ferry boat, 
and drove on until they found an un- 
frequented spot to leave what re- 
mained. The discovery of the body 
was followed within a few days by her 


arrest.”’

A BUSINESS MEETING OF THE EX- 
ECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 


Reports Received of Good Work 
Done and Donations Ordered 
Sent for the Benefit of the 
Cause—Address to the People.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The 


nual meeting of the Executive: Com- 
mittee of the National Sound Money 
League was begun here today. . There 
were present President. George E. 
Leighton of St. Louis, General Secre- 
tary E. V. Smalley, Henry Villard, 
Gustav H. Schwab, J. Kennedy Todd, 
H. E. Robinson, Edwin Burril Smith, J. 
K. Cowen, M. E. Ingalls, J. W. Nor- 
wood, W. C. Cornwell and Treasurer A. 
B. Hepburn: 

General Secretary Smalley, in his re- 
port on the work of the league, said 
that there was lodged to its credit in 
a bank of Chicago a balance of $1000 
over and above all expenditures. Treas- 
urer..Hepburn reported that the total 
amount in bank up to the present to 
the credit of the league was $10,363. A 
donation of $500 to the Indianpolis Mon- 
etary League was granted without dis- 
sent. 

General Secretary Smalley read 
communication received from M. C. 
George, vice-president for Oregon, who 
wrote that he was with the league in 
all the great questions relating to the 
currency and realized the necessity for 
aggressive work. As to the State, in 
many places the league would find it 
honeycombed with financial ignorance 
and errors. On motion of Ingalls of 
Cincinnati it was voted to appropriate 
$1000 to aid George in Oregon. - 

M. E. Ingalls of Cincinnati said: ‘‘The 
result of the recent campaign shows 
conclusively that the South will again 
wd back to the Democracy and free 
silver.” 

On motion of H. P. Robinson of Chi- 
cago, it was resolved that a committee 
be appointed to receive and consider 
the report of the monetary commis- 
sion when it is made, and to call a 
meeting of the Executive Committee if 
it is considered necessary, that action 
be taken thereon. 

A committee comprising Louis R. En- 
rich, Mr. Leighton, Secretary Smalley, 
Gustav H. Schwab and Williain C. 
Cornwell was appointed to prepare a 
declaration on international bimetal- 
lism, to the effect that bimetallism is 
dead and that gold*should be the 
standard of the country. A recess was 
then taken. 

When the committee resumed its ses- 
sion, Louis R. Enrich of Colorado 
Springs, as chairman of one of the 
sub-committees, read the following ad- 
dress: 

“The Executive Committee of the 
National Sound Money League, in*e- 
half of its members throuzhout the 
United States, issued the following ad- 
dress: 

“International bimetallism as a world 
possibility is dead. Let us reecgnize 
this. The international bimetallic com- 
mission appointed under the St. Louis 
pledge of the Republican party have 
made strenuous efforts on behalf of 
this policy. Those efforts have proved 
futile. The commercial necessities of 
the werld have demonstrated that a 
dual standard is commercially unprof- 
itable and in this stage of civiliza- 
tion, impossible. | 

“The hour has arrived, it seems to us, 
when a national recognition cf this 
fact is necessary. The situation de- 
mands a definite, clear, unequivocal 
declaration that international bimetal- 
lism is a dream of the past. The 
United States must proclaim their ac- 
ceptance of the ‘world fact’ and plant 
themselves finally on the single gold 
standard. 

“The proclamation of this monetery 
position will quicken our commerce, in- 
crease our foreign investments and 
make permanent and prosperous con- 
ditions which have begun to manifest 
themselves in our country. 

“We invite the friends of sound 
money and all who would contribute to 
the well-being and safety of our com- 
mercial life to join in bringing ahout 
the unmistakable declaration that now 
and henceforth the m@netary system of 
the United States shall rest on the 
single gold standard.”’

PHILADELPHIA,Nov. 9.—The Official 
programme of the National League 
gathering moved rather sluwly today. 
The board of directors of the league 
convened shortly after 12 o’clock and 
disposed of a few unimportant appeals 
from players who had grievances, the 
points of the appeals in each instance 
being summarily disallow2d and dis- 
missed. 

President Young was authorized to 
establish an office in the business sec- 
tion of Washington for the trnnsaction 
of league business, and the Boston club 
was officially awarded the champion- 
ship of 1897. 

The National Board of Arbitration 
today got together to dispose pi mat- 
ters unfinished at last night’s”session. 
The most important subject before the 
board of class A leagues, was for a 
modification of the drafting clause of 
the national agreement. The petition 
as presented met with no opposition 
in the board, and it was decided that 
its provisions should be recommended 
to the National League for adoption. 

The suggested change in the rules 
for drafting which will, without doubt 
be indorsed by the league,provides that 
no player can be drafted by the Na- 
tional League unless he shall. have 
served at least two years in the class 
A league from which the dreft is de- 
sired to be made. Class A consists of 
the Eastern, Western and the Atiantic 
leagues. No change was asked by 
the minor leagues in the drafting 
hh which will therefore remain at 


The change in the drafting rule does 
not prevent the purchase of any minor 
league pviayer by a National League 
club, through mutual agreement of 
the clubs interested, and ransfers 
from the minor to the major league 
through purchase or trade can at any 
time be made as heretofore. 

On the suggestion of John T. Brush, 
an article to the drafting clause was 
also recommended, to grant permission 
to the National League clubs to loan 
a player to a minor league club, with 
the understanding that the player can 
be recalled on thirty days’ notice. |

At 
first it was suyposed that Jones had 
committed suictie, but no weapon be- 
ing found in ais possession or near 
the scene of the shooting, it became 
evident that dath had been caused by 
another, and m hour later young Gui- 
nan voluntariy surrendered himself at 
the Sheriff’s office and confessed to 
the homicide 

The staterent of the youth, who is 
now in jail, is to the effect that imme- 
diatey prio’ to the shooting he had 
observed hs sister talking to Jones, 
with whon his father had forbidden 
@asociation when he saw Dr. Guinan 
approachirg. Believing trouble to be 
inevitable when the two men should 
meet, the boy procured a Winchester 
rifle and stationed himself at a window 
‘for the pirpose, as he says, of protect- 
ing his father. Upon encountering 
Jones, Ir. Guinan said to him: “This 
is the lat time I shall ever warn you 
against keeping company with my 
daught@e.”’ 

Jonesjeered at the doctor in comment 
upon this warning, and slipped his 
hand into his right pocket. Julian 
states that often having heard his 
father threaten to kill Jones, and hav- 
ing bten informed that the District 
Attorrey always carried a revolver, 
which he believed, from Jones’s mo- 
t1ion was about to be drawn, the boy 
fire¢ at Jones in anticipation of an at- 
tack upon his father.

MORALES COMBS NORTH. 


‘The Guatemalan Rebel Says the 


War Will Go On, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 9.—The steamer 
Albion, which arrived here today from 
Mexican ports, had as a passenger from 
San’ Benito to Salina Cruz, Prospero 
Morales, the leader of the recent revolt 
in Guatemala. Morales talked very 
freely among ‘the. other passengers 
about events in Guatemala.’ He was 
very bitter against Fuentes. 

“If the traitor Fuentes had not been 
on Mexican territory,” said Morales, 
“my soldiers would have shot him 
down like a dog. He kept out of sight, 
and as soon as he could he smuggled 
himself aboard a Pacific Mail steamer 
for San Francisco. If he returns to 
the country he has betrayed, the soil. 
will be stained for the last time with 
his blood. It is no time to parley with 
traitors. I think he realizes this, and 
will not return.” 

The Albion’s passengers say that the 
distinguished Guatemalan carried a 
large amount of gold with him, and 
patronized the poker game very liber- 


ally during the day he was with them 


on the steamer. 

Morales was accompanied by Col. 
Lima, one of the heroes of the battle 
of Quezaltenango, where he was 
wounded four times, and by ten other 
officers in ‘the revolutionary army. They 
said their cause did not lack for the 
sinews of war. Morales tried to char- 
ter the Albion, before her arrival at 
San Benito, to carry 2000 Guatemalan 
soldiers, now at Tapachula, down the 
coast to Acajutla, in order to attack 
Barrios’s army from the south. The 
steamship company’s agent declined to 
charter the vessel. 

The chief of the revolutionists was 
not despondent. He said he would get 
another vessel. With his staff he was 
on his way to the City of Mexico, and 
their plans were to proceed-to the At- 
lantic coast and join the revolutionis¢s 
on that side. All insisted that the rev- 
olution had barely begun, and they de- 
clared that more men and money would 
be devoted to the cause than ever be- 
fore. <All the refugees said the retreat 
from Quesaltenango was a disgraceful 
rout, and that the treachery of Gen. 
Daniel Fuentes and a Catholic bishop 
was at the bottom of their defeat. 


POISON IN THEIR FOOD. 


Lewis Bellew and Sister Deud at 
Dixon—Hired Man Dying. 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 9.—A_ special 

from. Dixon to the Bee says: 

“A sad case of poisoning took place 
in this town yestérday that has thrown 
a shadow of gloom over the entire com- 
munity. Lewis Bellew, a man 30 years 
of age, and highly respected, kept a 
livery stable here. His sister, Miss 
Susie Bellew, a young woman 24 years 
of age, was his housekeeper, and Bruno. 
Klein, their hired man, lived and 
boarded with them.

Shortly afterward’ they were 
all taken with symptoms of poison'ng. 
A physician was called in, who pro-

WANTED HIS GIFT BACK. 


Frank Gross of Tuattletown Kills 
His Nephew, “Little Frank.”’ 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.; 

SONORA, Nov. 9.—As the result of a 
family feud, Frank Gross of Tuttle- 
town today shot and killed his nephew, 
J. F. Gross, better known as “Little 
Frank.” Several years ago, Frank 
Gross, who is a liquor-dealer, deeded 
his Tuttletown property to his nephew 
on account of business complications. 
Since then he has demanded its re- 
turn, but the young man claimed that 
the property was rightfully his, and 
said he was determined to retain pos- 
session. 

J. F. Gross, the. nephew, who resides 
in Nevada City, recently came home on 
a visit, and this afternoon went to his 
uncle’s saloon, and, it is alleged, was 
tampering with the water connections, 
when the uncle ordered him away. 

Crossing the street to the family resi- 
dence, the nephew procured a pistol 
and returned to the saloon. As he ap- 
proached his uncle picked up a shotgun, 
and immediately a duel began. Young 
Gross fired two shots from his revolver, 
neither of which hit the elder man, who 
returned the fire, the charge from his 
gun striking “Little Frank’ the 
stomach, killing him almost instantly. 
Joe Gross, a brother of the dead men, 
then armed himself and entered the sa- 
loon of his uncle, Frank Gross, who or- 
dered him out. Another fatal affray 
was imminent, when bystanders inter- 
fered and induced Joe to leave the 
place. Deputy Sheriff Price subse- 
quently placed Frank Gross under ar- 
rest for the murder of his nephew. 


ALLENDER DOOMED AGAIN. 


San Jose Murderer Receives His 
Sentence Without Emotion.

The Police Commissioners beld their 
weekly meeting yesterday morning. 
They expressed approval of the man- 
ner in which Chief Glass had been 
enforcing the hitching ordinance. 

Henry Gorman’s application for a 
license for a saloon in the new Armory. 
building, at the corner of Eighth and 
Spring streets, was withdrawn, strong 
opposition having developed in the Na- 
tional Guard. 

The suit brought by A. D. Lassel! 
against William Campbell for the re- 
covery of a thirty-acre ranch situated 
near Downey, possession of which. Las- 
sell alleges, was obtained by Camp- 
bell through fraud, was on trial be- 
fore Judge Van Dyke yesterday and 
will be resumed this morning. 

The trial of William Hoffman ‘for 
burglary was closed in Department 
One yesterday afternoon, sub- 
mitted to the jury, which failed to 
agree up to 9:30 last night, and is still 
out. 

A suit for $5000 damages against the 
Los Angeles Traction Company, 
brought by L. H. Babcock, for injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by be- 
ing thrown from a car at Sixteenth 
and Bush streets in October last, is 
on trial in Department Three.

GORMAN WITHDRAWS HIS APPLI- 
CATION FOR A LICENSE. 


Opposition of the National Guard 
Proves Successful—Police Com- 
missioners Pleased with the En- 
forcement of the Hitching Or- 
dinance,. 


The application for a license for a 
saloon in the new Armory building,. 
which has been before the Police Com- 
missioners for’several weeks, was with- 
drawn yesterday by the applicant, 
Henry W. Gorman. A contest had 
peen ’expected and a: number of of- 
ficers of the National Guard were on 
hand to enter protest against the pe- 
tition. Their presence proved unneces- 
sary, however, for at the last moment 
a communication was read from Gor- 
man, withdrawing his application. 

At the opening of the session a 
letter was read from Adjt.-Gen. Bar- 
rett, urging strongly that the applica- 
tion should be denied. He stated that 
the presence of a saloon in the Armory 
building would be a serious detriment 
to the National Guard, as it would not 
only be demoralizing, to the members 
of the guard, but would also deter 
many from joining. 

Before further protests could be 

heard, a communication was read from 
Henry Gorman, in Which he withdrew 
his apvlication for license. This sud- 
den solution of the controversy was 
obviously most pleasing to every one 
present. The National Guard had won 
a bloodless victory and the Police 
Commissioners had been relieved of de- 
ciding a troublesome case. 
- The hitching ordinance then came up 
for consideration. Chief Glass inquired 
of the Commissioners what they 
wished him to do, saying that he had 
endeavored to enforce the ordinance, 
but his efforts had aroused some crit- 
isicm. He said that’ he had given 
his officers instructions to take up the 
teams of all persons violating the or- 
dinance, but he said there was no 
intention to hurt the feelings of any 
one,”’ : 

Commissioner Gibbon thought the 
Chief had acted wisely in the prem- 
ises, No exceptions could he made 
in favor of any class of citizens. The 
public would look with favor upon the 
ordinance as soon as its provisicns 
should be fully understood. The in- 
conveniences and annoyances entailed 
by the ordinance must be borne for the 
sake of the benefits which it brings. _ 

All of the Commissioners shared in 
Mr. Gibbon’s view and all expressed 
approval of the ordinance. 

The application of John Goodwin for 
a transfer to himself of the license of 
Jesse Avis, for the saloon at No. 400 
East Fifth street, was granted. Sim- 
ilar action was taken W. 
Mace’s application for a Transfer to 
himself of Niel Hansen’s license for 
the saloon at No. 110 North Alameda 
street. 

A. Ferraris asked to have the saloon 
license to G. Aladino, No. 689 Upper 
Main street, transferred to himself, 
and 4. W: Metz asked for a transfer-~ 
to himself of M. L. Starin’s license for 
the saloon at No. 534 South Soring 
Both petitions were referred to 
the Chief of Police. 

Two new applications for saloon li- 
censes were received: George Joeri- 
man, at the southeast corner of Main 
and Moulton streets, and J. H. Paulin, 
at the northwest corner of First street 
and Boyle avenue. Both applications 
were referred to Chief Glass for in- 
vestigation. 

The Chief was requested to report at 
the next meeting as to the manner in 
which the special appropriation of 
$1000 had been expended. Some dissen- 
sion followed upon the subject of the 
covered patrol wagon. which it had 
been proposed to purchase. Chief 
Glass expressed a preference for the 
open wagon now in use. Pending the 
Chief's report, which will show whether 
there will be funds sufficient for the 
purchase of a covered wagon, no ac- 
tion was taken.

LASSELL’S RANCH.

HOW IT BECAME THE PROPERTY 
OF NEIGHBOR CAMPBELL, 


Lassell Alleges That Campbell De- 
frauded Him Under Pretense of 
Friendship, and Campbell Says 
the Old Man is an Uncomfortable 
Person to Have Around. 


Farmer William Campbell of Downey 
appeared in Judge Van Dyke’s court 
yesterday as defendant in a_ suit 
brought by A. D. Lassell to recover 
a ranch of which he alleges Campbell 
attempted to rob him through fraud. 

Lassell is a man of more than 70 
For sev- 
eral years his wife and he had labored 
hard to acquire property néar Downey 
upon Which to spend their last days. 
Lassell purchased a 30-acre farm on 
the Rancho Santa Gertrudes lands and 
acquired valuable water rights, the 
Whole being estimated to be worth at 
least $3500. 

One day in November, 1895, Lassell 
alleges in his complaint, Campbell, who 
had been living upon an adjoining 
farm, came to him and said, in sub- 


“You are growing very old and feeble 
and can no longer attend to your af- 
fairs as they should be. You need a’s- 
sistance and care. Now, I will make 
you a proposition: You have a mort- 
gage for $900 on your property. You 
deed to me your land and improve- 
ments and I will pay off the mortgage 
Which will fall due next month. I will 
also provide you and your wife with 
a home for the rest of your natural 
lives, will pay whatever expenses may 
be incurred by both of you through 
sicknegs.”’ 

The old people were favorably’ im- 
pressed with this offer and an agree- 
ment was made to accept Campbell’s 
terms, the contract to be reduced to 
writing. Campbell, they argued, had 
always been a good friend to them, 


, to a standstill. 


always solicitous as to their welfare 
and free with his advice. 

The deal being made, Campbell took 
possession of the property. Shortly 
after, the complaint runs, Campbell 
reminded Lassell that the mortgage 
was about to come due, and then rep- 
resented that he feared that a clear 
title from Lassell could not be ob- 
tained, for some reason or other; that

RARCOCK DAMAGE sUIT. 


Trial Pending in Department Three 
Hefore a Jary. 

A damage suit against the Los An- 
geles Traction Company, wherein E. 
W. Babcock demands $5000 for injuries. 
Sustained by falling from one of the 
company’s cars, was on trial before a 
jury in Department Three yesterday. 

The accident occurred on the corner 
of Sixteenth and’ Bush streets in Octo- 
ber, 1896, Babcock sustaining Injuries 
to his left arm and shoulder and right 
knee. 

The point at issue in the case is 
Whether Babcock was in the act of 
voluntarily leaving the car while in 
motion, or was thrown from the plat- 
form by the force of the car turning 
the corner at a high rate of speed.

THE JURY STILL OUT, 


No Verdict Reached in the Hoffman 
Burglary Case. 

The trial of William Hoffman, 
charged with robbery, came to a close 
in Judge Smith’s court yesterday after- 
noon, and, at 4:15, the case was sub- 
mitted to the jury. At 9:30 last night 
the jury reported that they hadthus far 
heen unable to reach a verdict, and 
upon the order of Judge Smith, they 
were locked up for the night. 

The trial! proceedings yesterday were 
tame and uneventful with the excep- 
tion of the testimony of Gilbert Young, 
Who is jointly*charged with. Hoffman, 
and whose trial will follow immedi- 
ately after the present case -is dis- 
posed of.

WHEELMEN SHOULD OBSERVE THE 
HITCHING ORDINANCE. 

Under the terms of the hitching or- 
dinance now in force in Los Angeles, 
it is not only unlawful to leave ani- 
mals hitched on the streets, but to 
leave vehicles standing thereon. The 
courts have decided that a bicycle is a 
vehicle, therefore it is as unlawful to 
leave bicycles standing at the curb as 
it is to leave empty four-wheeled vehi- 
cles of any sort. Wheelmen should be 
made to understand this, and should 
govern themselves accordingly. 

In this matter of the enforcement of 
ordinances made for.the greatest good 
to the greatest number, -flesh should 
not be made of one and fish of an- 
other, and while the bicycle is not so. 
broad as a church nor so high as a 
church steeple, it is enough. of a ve- 
hicle to come under the plain terms 
of the “hitching” and “standing” or- 
dinance, and should be made to keep 
its place, either moving, or, if stand- 
ing, in the immediate charge of some 
person, while on those portions of the 


dinance. The recent enactment is es- 
pecially favorable to wheelmen, and 
they should cheerfully do their part 
by living up to it loyally and faith- 
fully, as they doubtless will when it is 
made plain to them that the silent 
steed is embraced among the things 
called vehicles. 

The advantages of the new ordi- 
nance are more and more in evidence 
as the days pass. The streets were 
never so clean, and travel thereon has 
never been so safe and little fraught 
with difficulties as during the past two 
days, in which the hitching ordinance 
has been in fofce, and if we can have 
the new measure put into effect in a 
sensible and reasonable way, it will 
certainly prove one of the most praise- 
worthy reforms ever worked in Los 
Angeles. That some slight modifica- 
tions of the ordinance may be desir- 
able is not denied, and no friend of the 
new measure will object to its reason- 
able amendment, but that it is in the 
main a good thing no one but the most 
silurian of cranks will contend. But 
it must be made to apply to all per- 
sons alike, whether that person’s ve- 
hicle be a cart, a buggy, a wagon or a 
bicycle, and the proper enforcement of 
it is demanded at the hands of the 
police with the exercise of discretion 
and horse sense, without a_high- 
handed tendency toward being arbi- 
trary to the bringing of the law into 
disrepute. 


SUFFRAGE FOR WOMEN. 

The Argonaut believes that the 
women of California do not really 
want the ballot, and gives some figures 
which go to show that women in Ohio, 
who have had suffrage in local mat- 
ters for two years, do not exercise their 
privileges. Says the Argonaut: 


“In Cleveland, in the spring of 1895, 
5831 women registered and 4945 women 
voted. In the spring of 1896, 2728 
women registered and 1632 voted. In 
the spring of 1897, 408 registered and 
228 voted. At the registration for the 
election of last Tuesday, November 2, 
only eighty-two women registered in 
Cleveland. Ohio is a great State, the 
third State in the Union. The women 
of Ohio are intelligent and patriotic. 
They do not-lack interest in politics, 
for since Virginia lost her proud posi-— 
tion, Ohio hes been the mother of 
Presidents. In fact, she has been the 
mother of nearly everything else in 
the political line that her sons could 
lay their hands upon. It is therefore 
evident that the women of Ohio are 
posted in politics. They must be. But 
it is also evident, from these figures, 
that they prefer that their fathers. 
husbands, sweethearts and brothers 
should cast the ballots of Ohio, and 
that they should remain at home. How 
else can this marked falling off in 
registration from 5831 to 82 in two 
years be explained? It is evident that 
the women of Ohio do not care for the 
ballot. It is our belief that the women 
of the other States of the American 
Union do not care for the ballot, 
either.” 


These are telltale figures.

INCREASING REVENUES. 

- During the month of August, the 
first month in which the Dingley tariff 
was in operation, the total receipts of 
national revenue were $19,023,615, For 
September they aggregated $21,933,098. 
In October the receipts rose to $24,- 
390,347. Thus, for the first three 
months of the new tariff there was a 
steady increase of revenue, and the 
prospects are that the increase will 
continue until the government's 
monthly receipts equal or exceed the 
monthly expenditures—a condition of 
things which has not existed for sev- 
eral years past. The average expendi- 
tures for the past four years have been 
$30,000,000 per month, or $360,000,000 
per year. If the above rate of incfease 
be continued to the end of the calen- 
dar year, the revenues will show a 
surplus instead of a deficit. 

The framers of the Dingley tariff 
law did not expect that it would at 
once furnish all the revenue needed 
for the expenses of the government. 
During the two or three months im- 
médiately preceding its passage there 
were immense anticipatory importa- 
tions, at the comparatively low duties 
of the Gorman-Wilson law. When the 
increased duties of the present law 
went into effect, there was of course 
a large falling off of imports, with con- 
sequent loss of revenue. But it is 
gratifying to note, as shown by the 
above statistics, that the revenues are 
steadily growing, with the prospect 
that they will soon equal or exceed the 
expenditures. 

In the mean time, there is no occa- 
sion for solicitude as to the condition 
of the treasury. The available cash 
balance on hand amounts to some 
$210,000,000, including $153,000,000 of 
gold in excess of outstanding gold cer- 
tificates. This gold reserve is away 
above the limits of safety. It ran 
down at one time during the Cleveland 
administration, as will be remembered, 
to about $60,000,000. But there is no 
prospect that the gold reserve will be 
reduced below its present comfortable 
figure. On the contrary, it will be in- 
creased by some $25,000,000 by the 
payment of the Union Pacific indebt- 
edness. There is every indication that 
by the end of the present fiscal year 
the government's business will be on 
a paying basis, and that there will be 
no more deficits. 


THAT FIRE-HOSE CONTRACT. 

The action of the City Council in 
awarding the contract for fire hose on 
Monday last is something that, on its 
face, would seem to warrant the tax- 
payers of Los Angeles in asking an 
explanation. The Fire Commissioners 
divided up the contract among five 
bidders, including one bid by a Cali- 
fornia manufacturer, thus ignoring the 
law on the subject of the purchase of 
home products; because if the San 
Francisco manufacturer entitled 
to any part of the contract, he was 
warranted in expecting the whole of 
it. This action of the commission was 
overthrown by the Council, which pro- 
ceeded to purchase nearly $4000 worth 
of a material whose quality is un- 
known, for it has never been used on 
this Coast nor in any of the larger 
eastern cities, and overlooked another 
bid made at the same price paid the 
successful bidder, the bid having been 
made previous to the one accepted. It 
is also stated that the fire hose finally 
purchased at the price of 75 cents a 
foot was offered to the city some time 
ago for 68 cents. If there is not a 
nigger in the woodpile in this case, 
then the transaction is badly belied by 
its looks. To buy a cheap, untried ar- 
ticle of fire hose is an experiment that 
the city cannot afford to indulge in, 
and the saving of $250 may cost Los 
Angeles that many thousands, should 
it turn out, as is not unlikely, that the 
hose is not up to the standard of 
strength; but if a 75-cent bid was to 
be accepted, certainly the first bidder 
at that price should have been given 
the preference, other things being 
equal, as they certainly seem to have 
been in this case, particularly as he 
had .agreed to have the coupling at- 
tachments manufactured here. 

It will be difficult to convince the 
people of Los Angeles that this trans- 
action does not smell of a job, and 
there is a call for one of two things, 
a disinfectant or an explanation.

A CURRENCY OF MANY COLORS. 
A corregpondent writes to Tur 


terms the “new peacock currency pro- 
posed by Uncle Sam,” claiming that it 
is a step backward, and likens the pro- 
posed new issues of curroncy in differ- 
ent colors to the “Red Dog, Blue Pup 
and other wildcat currency of ante- 
bellum days, which, by reason of Its 
great variety of color, was so easily 
counterfeited that at times there was 
as much counterfeit money in circula- 
tion as genuine.” We do not consider 
the gentleman’s point well taken, as 
there have been so many improve- 
ments made in the paper used and in 
the engraving and printing of paper 
money in these greenback days, that 
the counterfeiter has no easy thing of 
it, although raising bills from a lower 
to a higher denomination is one of his 
chief industries, which would become 
an obsolete practice under the new 
scheme of printing the money in dif- 
ferent colors. Why it would ‘be any 
easier to counterfeit a red, yellow, 
purple or blue bill than it is a green 
one is not made clear, nor is it prob- 
able it can be. But this same corre- 
spondent makes a point that is well 
taken, and that is the proposition to 
discontinue the printing of all paper 
currency under ten dollars, recalling 
at once all such issues of greenbacks, 
and replacing them with silver dollars, 
thus doing much to solve the silver 
question and take the last gust of 
wind out of the shouters for “free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, without 
the consent of any other nation on 
earth,” which is the shibboleth of 


William J. Bryan-and his ilk. This is, | 


of course, no new proposition, but it 
is no less a good one because it has 
been advanced hundreds of times be- 
fore. There seoms to be no good rea- 
son Why millions of the silver dollars 
stored in the government vaults should 
not be turned loose into the channels 
of commerce, and the great expense of 
engraving and printing paper money 
discontinued, except as to bills of large 
denomination. There is no - question 
but what the people in the paper 
money regions of the country would 
soon get used to the silver dollar, and 
that they would shortly come to like 
it because of its indestructibility, 
cleanliness and other features that are 
so much in its favor. It would un- 
doubtedly be a good thing to retire the 
greenback of small denomination and 
allow the American people to become 
familiar with the rattle of coin, and 
relieve them of the dirty, disease-car- 
rying currency which the white metal 
money would supplant.

The trip was continued to Port Los 
Angeles, the train arriving there at 3 
o’clock.

DEATH OF REAR ADMIRAL ALEX- 
- ANDER GOLDEN RHIND. 


Commanded the Keokuk During the 
Historie Attack on Charleston, 
Assisted Gen. Grant on James 
River — Commanded a Forlorn 
Hope at Fort Fisher. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Rear-Admiral 
Alexander Golden Rhind, U.S.N., is dead 
at his home in this city. He had been 
confined to his bed for five weeks. ; 

Admiral Rhind was born in this city 
October 31, 1821, his father being a 
prominent shipowner in those days, 
who afterward- became distinguished 
in the diplomatic service of his country 
as plenipotentiary to Constantinople in 
1&27. 

After receiving an education in this 
city the future admiral entered the 
navy as midshipman in 1838, receiving 
hi: appointment from Alabama. He 
became a lieutenant in March, 1854, and 
at the breaking out of the civil war 
Was in command of the steamer Cru- 
sader of the South Atlantic blockade 
squadron. 

He performed an operation in Edisto 
Sound for which he _ received the 
thanks of the Navy Department, and 
was in command of the Keokuk dur- 
ing the attack on Charleston April 7, 
1863, when he ran his ship to within 
five hundred and fifty feet of the walls 
of Fort Sumter, drawing the fire of all 
the forts upon her. She was struck 
ninety times in thirty minutes, and 
nineteen shot hit below the water line. 
She floated during the night, but sank 
early the following morning, but all 
hands were saved. 

Through the next year Commander 
Rhind was in James River assisting 
Gen. Grant and commanded several 
vessels, among them the Paul Jones 
and the Wabash. It was at the attack 
on Fort Fisher, however, that he won 
his greatest renown, Assisted by Lieut. 
Preston and a volunteer crew from 
his own ship, he cothmanded the Louis- 
iana, which, loaded with 215 tons of 
gunpowder and bombs, set to explode 
by clockwork, was towed close to the 
fort. The officers and men were taken 
off by the steamer Wilderness. The 
powder-boat blew up as expected, but 
did little injury to the forts. This 
operation was suggested hy LRenjamin 
F. Butler, and “Admiral Yorter, who 
detailed the officers, in his report said: 
“Commander Rhind and Lieut. I’res- 
ton engaged in the most perilous ad- 
venture that was perhaps ever under- 
taken. -As an incentive to others, I 
beg leave to recommend them fcr pro- 
motion. None in the squadron consid- 
ered that their lives would be saved, 
and Commander Rhind and UWieut. 
Preston had made arrangements to sac- 
rifice themselves in case the vessel 
was boarded, a thing likely to hap- 
nen.” 

Aq the close of the war, Capt. Ihind 
served on the Congress for a time, 
was lighthouse inspector in 1876-78, 
when he was commissioned commcedore, 
was president of the board cf inspec- 
tors in 1880-82, and October 30, 18§3, 
he was promoted to rear-admiral] and 
was retired the following day, having 
ig the age limit: He never mar- 
ried.

CABINET ECHOES. 


FULL TEXT OF SPAIN’S REPLY TO 
WOODFORD READ, 


Tone of the Document not at All 
Warlike, and it is Satisfactory 
to the Secretarics—Succor for 
the Whalers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RFPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—The full 
text of Spain’s reply to the Wood- 
ford note was read at the Cabinet 
meeting today. Its tone was pacific, 
and instead of being at all warlike, it 
was regarded by the Cabinet as very 
satisfactory and as calculated to al- 
lay any fear of any hostile break. 

The Cabinet also gave considerable 
attention to the ice-bound Bering Sea 
whale fleet. Two plans have been de- 
cided upon, one to send the Bear from 
Seattle, which cannot be got ready 
for two weeks, and another to send the 
Thrasher, the whaling vessel now «at 
San Francisco. This latter determina- 


tion was reached after the receipt of 


a telegram by Secretary Long from 
the commandant of Mare Island navy 
yard. The Thrasher can be provisioned 
at once and sent immediately on her 
mission. It is stated that there is a 
very good supply of provisions at 
Point Barrow and another supply at 
Herschel Island, and at least three 
vessels well-supplied with provisions 
will winter in the Arctic. 

The information laid before the Cab- 
inet today as a basis for its action in 
the .matter of relieving the whalers 
was contained in the following tele- 


gram: 

“MARE ISLAND (Cal.,) Nov. 8, 1897. 
—To the Secretary of the, Navy, 
Washington, D, C.: Capt. Barker re- 
ports as follows. ‘Capt. Devell of 
whaling steamer Orcha, says the IFree- 
man, Belvidere and Rosario were at 
Point Barrow on September 13, with 
about one hundred and sixty men. 
These are now probably closed in by 
ice near that place. The whaling 
steamers Newport, Fearless, Jeannie 
and Wanderer were at Herschel Island 
August 26 with about one hundred and 
fifteen men. All the above vessels ex- 
pected to return this fall and had only 
about three months’ rations, Besides 
above shipments, there were several 
vessels at Herschel, provisioned for one 
year and two and three years, pre- 
pared to stay in the Arctic and in- 
tending to ‘sail soon for the vicinity 
of the mouth of the Copper River ‘to 
winter. Capt. Devell says there are 
about four hundred barrels of flour at 
Point Barrow. He does not think there 
will be any starving ‘among whalers 
this winter, though they may be on 
greatly reduced rations..

LORD MAYOR’S SHOW. 


Unusual Splendor and Enthusiasm 
Attend the Pageant. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

LONDON, Nov. 9—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] In spite of a thick drizzle and 
a heavy fog, the ancient custom of 
presenting the elected chief magis- 
trate of London to the representatives 
of the sovereign and the people was 
observed today. A crowd lined the 
route, and the decorations were more 
numerous than usual. They consisted 
mainly of triumphal arches, Venetian 
masts, floral festoons and a liberal 
display of, bunting. 

But in spite of the weather, @ more 
stirring proof of the popularity of Lon- 
don’s hearty pageant known as fhe 
Lord Mayor’s procession has not been 
given in a long time. due very largely 
to the conspicuously brilliant year of 
office the retiring chief magistrate, 
Sir George Faudel-Phillips, has had. | 

The procession passed through dense 
masses of cheering people, while win- 
dows, balconies, and roofs were very 
generally utilized, and the larger open 
places, such as Trafalgar Square, 
were crowded to their capacity. 

At the Law Courts, the usual solemn 
courtesies were exchanged. the Lord 
Mayor in exercise of an immemorial 
right remaining covered while the Re- 
corder read an eulogistic review of the 
new Lord Mayor’s career. From this 
court, after the retiring Lord Mayor 
had been formally presented to sthe 
judges, the procession went to the 
Court of Appeals and was received by 
the Master of the Rolls and the appeal 
judges, attired in their robes of black 
and gold. The ceremonies here were 
merely formal. The dignataries then 
returned to their coaches, and resumed 
the.march to the city.

HISSED THE COUNCIL. 


Philadelphians Indignant at the 
Disposal of Valuable Property. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 9%.—Amid | 
cheers, catcalls and hisses which — the. 
police vainly endeavored to prevent, the 
Common Council of the city of Phila- 
delphia last night voted away the most 
valuable property now owned by’ the 
city—the gaswor worth at least $40,- 
000,000. 

The members who opposed the dea 
spoke bitterly against the proposed leg- 
islation, and the members favoring the 
measure said nothing. Finally their 
leader, Van Osten, arose and moved 
the previous question. At that time 
the galleries were filled with citizens. 
The question being ordered, the roll 
was called and the vote stood 78 to 52 
to give away for thirty years this im- 
mense property. A scene of great con- 
fusion followed. 

“Shame!”’ some one in the gallery 
shouted, and there came in a moment 
such a storm of hisses as has never 
been heard in the Council chamber of 
Philadelphia before. The disorder con- 
tinued for some time, and it was over 
half an hour before the galleries could 
be cleared. 

Early in the session a communica- 
tion was read from the Baker syndi- 
cate, composed of reputable men, who 
formally offered to take the lease of 
the works on the same terms as_ the 
proposed ordinance gives them to the 
United’ Gas Improvement Company, 
and, in addition, to pay down immedi- 
ately $1,000,000 in cash and $300,000 an-. 
nually for thirty years, thus giving the 
city $10,000,000 more for the lease. The 
United Gas Improvement Company, 
which was voted the contract, pro- 
poses to pay the city nothing, but in- 
sists that it shall charge the private 
consumers $1 per 1000. feet for gas for 


The only thing to prevent the deal 
going through is the Mayor’s veto. Be- 
fore election he promised to prevent any 
such measure going through. , 


“BADENI MUST GO.” 


‘War Cry of the Opposition tn the 


Austrian Empire. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—A letter received 
here from Vienna says the published re- 
ports of the situation in the Austrian 
empire convey no adequate idea of the 
chaos prevailing. ‘‘Badeni must go” is 
the general war cry now, and his down- 
fall is considered inevitable, regardless 
of the outcome of the fights between 
the Germans and the Czechs. The let- 
ter adds: 

“No one can foresee how it will end. 
If the Germans win, there may be blood 
shed in Bohemia, and if the Bohemians 
are persistent, the Germans will have 
to fight with their sharpest weapons to 
assert their prerogatives and save the 
Austro-Hungarian duality.

New Illuminating Medium... 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — Consul 
Duester at Crefeld, Germany. repcrts 
to the State Department a discovery 
made there which it is said revolu- 
tionizes the methods of illumination. 
It is an incandescent gas. A single jet 
of ordinary size'can emit a light of 
much more than 1000-candle power, ana’ 
fine print can be read at a distance of 
100 feet.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


Still the Cry of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers. 


At the meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association held yesterday 
noon the attention of the board was 
called to the fact that many needed im- 
provements could be made when the re- 
paving of Spring and Main streets, is 
undertaken. At the present time these 
two streets are provided with only one 
fire hydrant at the corner of each 
block, and it was conceded that insuffi- 
ecient fire protection was afforded to 
merchants who carry millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of stock and to owners of 
the most valuable property in the city. 

The secretary was instructed to bring 
this matter to the notice of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners and request that 
adequate fire protection be given and 
that the blocks on Spring and Main 
streets between Temple and Fifth be 
provided with six fire hydrants, three 
on each side of the street; and from 
Fifth to Ninth with four hydrants in 
each block. 

As it has been stated that the street- 
car companies intend to lay heavier 
rails on Spring street, the secretary 
was instructed -to request the compa- 
nies to inaugurate their improvements 
at the time the repaving takes place, so 
that all the work can be done at the 
same time and the streets be placed in 
proper condition for years to come. 

It was also suggested that instead of 
closing up the streets when the repav- 
ing takes place, only one-half of the 
streets be paved at one time, in order to 
leave the other half open for traffic. 

The Exhibition Committee presented 
a report recommending that a grand 
opening of the permanent exhibition be 
held on the evening of January 15 for 
the members and their friends; and 
that an industrial parade-take place on 
the afternoon of January 22. The rail- 
road companies have agreed to grant 
excursion rates of one and one-third 
fare for the round trip from all cities 
in Southern California to Los Angeles, 
good from Saturday to and including 
the following Monday. 

The secretary was instructed to send 
notices of the proposed parade to mer- 
chants and manufacturers and inquire 
whether or not they will participate.

CHINESE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Few Hours, Little Work and Nu- 

merous Vacations, 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 2,. 1897.—The 
Civil Service Commission has issued an 
interesting paper on the subject of the 
civil service system in China. 

An official day’s work in a Chinese 
public office is about five hours. The 
employés are not on duty every day. 
They are divided into squads and pre- 
sent themselves for duty on alternate 
days. According to another system 
very common in China an employé re- 
ports for duty on those days of the 
month which contain a certain num- 
ber. For example, one squad will be 
required to present itself for duty on 
the ‘three-eight” days, that is, on the 
3d, 8th, 18th, 18th, 23d, and 28th. An- 
other squad will be required to work 
on the ‘“four-six” days, etc. 

In the departments of revenue, war, 
public works and punishments, the 
working day begins about l1lor120’clock 
and continues till 4 or 5. In the Yamen 
of the inner council, work begins im- 
mediately after the morning audience 
with the Emperor, which is held at 3 
a.m., and continues till’ 8 or 9. In the 
dGépartments there is a “department 
cook,” who supplies food to those on 
duty, so that no interval for lunch 
is allowed. No regulation exists for 
holidays, they being applied for in in- 
dividual instances, and when granted, 
pay is allowed during them. There are 
no Saturday or Sunday holidays in 
China. There is one month’s vacation 
at the Chinese New Year, one day’on 
the fifth day of the fifth moon, and 
on the fifteenth day of the eighth 
‘moon. The annual vacation of one 
month is from the 20th of the last moon 
to the 20th of the first moon, and dur- 
ng this all public offices are closed.

MORAL IDIOT. 


| WILFRED S.GLOVER’S EXCUSE FOR 
ATTEMPTING MURDER. | ) 


/ 


Youthful Criminal Thinks His 
Punishment Should Be Light Be- 
cause He is Under Age—Remark- 
able Callousness of Dr. Moore’s 
Would-be Slayer. 


The 


Wilfred S. Glover, the red-headed 
Glendale youth, a boy in years but man 
in stature, who tried to kill Dr. Paul 
G. Moore of this city ast Saturday for 
the purpose of robbery, was arraigned 
in the Police Court yesterday for as- 
sault to commit murder. Attorney 
Hugh Crawford volunteered to act as 
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WILFRED GLOVER. 


counsel for the lad, and the prelimi- 
nary examination was set for Monday, 
November 15. 

After this brief formality young 
Glover was led back to his cell in the 
City Jail, where a Times reporter 
found him a little while after, appar- 
ently the least concerned inmate of 
the prison. The boy was comfortably 
swinging in a hammock when ap- 
proached for an interview, and ap- 
peared entirely oblivious of being in 
a serious predicament. He seemed to 
entertain the idea that he could not 
be held accountable for his crime be- 
cause of his youth. 

“You see they couldn’t do much with 
me if I had killed him, because I am 
under age,” said he in answer to the 
question whether he had not antici- 
pated arrest, and whether he would 
not have tried to leave the country if 
he had known the detectives were 
vafter him. 

“Yes, I am sorry I did it,” he con- 
tinued, in reply to further questions. 
“T told my folks that a man had shot 
himself accidentally that evening, and 
I didn’t sleep very much that night 
because I was afraid it would be found 
out that Dr. Moore did not shoot him- 
self and that it would be blamed on 
me. I was in bed reading when the 
detectives came. I wasn’t seared or 
excited, but when Detective Bradish 
asked where the revolver was I shot 
Dr. Moore with, I thought I would 
better own up that I did the shooting 
but make out that it was accidental. 
I told them a story about ‘the revolver 
going off, but they knew at once that 
I lied, because the way I described it 
the course of the bullet would have 
been upward. If I had eg to 
think I would have known that the 
bullet went down. ee, 

“Tt’s not true that I took the doctor 
and his brother into the brush on pur- 
pose to shoot one of them. I was in 
earnest when I said I could show them 
some rabbits to shoot. It was their 
own plan to separate and go in oppo- 
site directions. The notion to kill the 
doctor and get his money popped into 
my head suddenly. I picked him out 
because he wore better clothes than 
his brother and looked like a man 
who would be apt to have lots of 
money in his pocket. I thought it 
would be easy to shoot him dead when 
we were alone, and get his money. I 
would have done it all right, if he 
hadn’t stepped in a low place and 
ducked his head a little just as I 
pulled the trigger. That threw my 
aim off a little and the bullet didn’t 
hit the right spot. It knocked him 
down though, and at first he was 
stunned. I thought he was dead, and 
put my revolver in my pocket, but be- 
fore I ‘had time to feel for his money 
he came to. His gun, with both ham- 
mers cocked, was beside him, and I 
didn’t think it was safe to take any 
more chances with him. He was too 
much alive yet to do anything with, 


so I thought it would be best for me 


to go home. 

“Why did I want his money? Well, 
im the first place I wanted to pay Mrs. 
Ritchey the rest of the $15 I stole from 
her. Mrs. Ritchey is a fumigator’s 
wife and lives in the same house we 
do. I stole $15 from her, and she got 
out a search warrant to search our 
rooms. When my mother found out 
that I stole and spent the* money she 
promised to pay it back to Mrs. Ritchey 
if she wouldn’t prosecute me. We 
have already paid back $10, and I 
thought I could get enough from Dr. 
Moore to pay the rest and have some 
left for myself. 

‘‘When George Moore sent me after 
the buggy I had a notion to get in and 
drive off, but I was afraid that would 
be a giveaway on me about the shoot- 
ing, and I felt sure I would be caught 
and brought back. So I gave up that 
plan. It is not true that I stole the 
buggy robe and whip. They were lost 
out of the buggy. I found them and 
intended to return them to the owner.” 

Although cautioned by his attorney 
not to talk too much, young Glover 
does not seem anxious to hold any- 
thing back. He is not a vicious-look- 
ing boy; his mild blue eyes and frank 
manner of conversing are far from 
conveying the idea that the young 
fellow is a desperado. He appears to 
Ke entirely lacking in moral sense, how- 
ever, and seems to regard his attempt 
on the life of Dr. Moore as a “mere 
peccadillo, quite excusable on account 
of his youth. 

Wilfred Glover was born in _ the 
southern part of Missouri in January, 
1883, and therefore is not quite 15 years 
of age. He removed with his parents 
to Chautauqua, Kan., while still a mere 
infant. Thence the family came to 
California in 1892, and located at 
Tropico. His parents have since sepa- 
rated, the father being in the Soldiers’ 
Home, and the mother and children, 
six boys and two girls, residing at 
Glendale. Wilfred is nearly six feet 
tall and well proportioned for his age. 
He has a 16-year-old brother who is 
over six feet. Wilfred has been at- 
tending school and working for fruit 
ranchers around Glendale. He is fairly 
intelligent and was in the sixth grade 
at school. The revolver with which he 
attempted to murder Dr. Mocre was 
purchased at a pawnshop in this city 
with the mecney stolen from Mrs.

The Grand Lodge degree was con- 
ferred during the day upon fifty-four 
candidates. 

The sessions today and during the re- 
mainder of the convention will open at 
9 a.m. and 1 p.m. and close at 11:30 
a.m. and 5:30 p.m. respectively. 

A resolution was introduced instruct- 
ing all committees to name in open 
lodge the hour and place of meeting, 
and invite all having measures to come 
before them to appear and present 
them at such time and place. 

A prominent feature of the afternoon 
Session was the reports of the grand of- 
ficers for the past year. In his report 
Grand Chief Templar J. W. Webb says: 
“In the kind providence of God we 
assemble in the lovely, hospitable and 
saloonless city of Pasadena for a year's 
retrospect of the work and a careful 
planning for the next twelve months. 
Let us at once resolve that our delib- 
erations shall be as harmonious and 
practical as our welcome by both Good 
Templars and citizens is hearty, the ar- 
rangement for our sessions careful and 
adequate, and our surroundings beauti- 

l 
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“IT wish this were a more cheering re- 
port. I am conscious of having done 
much earnest, persistent work. A very 
large correspondence and as much lec- 
turing, counseling and reorganizing ef- 
fort as the condition of the treasury 
would warrant has been conducted. 
The cordial coOperation of the Execu- 
tive Committee and others has. been 
cheerfully given. Special efforts’ of 
Grand Secretary Netherton, both at the 
desk and on the rostrum, and by the 
ready and foreeful pen of Sister North, 
Grand: Superintendent of Juvenile 
Work, have been made. Yet we have 
not been able to entirely arrest the de- 
cline in lodges and membership that 
has grieved us for several years. How- 
ever, our financial standing has im- 
proved.” 

After mention of ‘some of the good 
work done, and referring to other pub- 
lic bodies and expenses, he detailed the 
causes of decline as follows: “The 
causes of the falling off may briefly be 
reiterated. An apathy—alarming to all 
Christians, moralists, humanitarians 
and patriots—on the part of the gen- 
eral public and those we might reason- 
ably expect would manifest an interest 
and do aggressive work for temperance; 
a discouraged feeling on the part of 
many that the liquor traffic is so en- 
trenched in commerce, politics and so- 
cial custom that it is scarcely possible 
to ever dislodge it. partly because 
which of the two dominant political 
parties is placed in power, or what tem- 
perate church member is elected Pres- 
ident, not a word of public protest is 
uttered against the iniquitous liquor 
traffic, but its help to acquire and re- 
tain the offices is accepted, if not ac- 
tually sought, and its license and pro- 
tection are continued. 

“The multiplication.of fraternal and 
social orders and young people’s meet- 
ings and organizations, that take from 
us many of our former young mem- 
bers.”’ 

The efforts of religious denominations 
to make temperance Work a secondary 
and precuiee effort, the lack of earnest 
consecrated spirit among Good. Tem- 
plars, the sad neglect of specific work 
among the children’s organizations, 
and the gen¢ral desertion of the order 
by preachers are also among the causes 
for decline noted. Regarding the rem. 
edy he says: ape 

“Stay at our posts and ‘Keep pegging 
away.’ remembering that ‘a question’ is 
never settled until settled right.’ 

“Redouble our efforts to make. Good 
Templary what it is designed and so 
well calculated to be, a family circle 
for the education of the young, pure 
ind virtuous in active, intelligent tem- 
perance work; to reclaim the unfortu- 
nate drinker who still has characte: 
and a desire to reform. Make our lodges 
not an end but only a means to a 
end.”’ 

Among the recommendations made is 
the continuation of the per capita tax; 
rigid economy in all departments; that 
the office of Grand Chief Templar be 
made a salaried one; repealing the sal-. 
ary of the Grand Superintendent of 
Juvenile Work; and the retention of 
the present constitution. 

Among other features of the report 
are recommendations in regard to the

The report of Grand Secretary, W.. P. 
Netherton also deplores the decline of 
the order in the State, in speaking of 
which he says: “Our present condition, 
therefore, demands the most careful 
consideration of the Grand Lodge at 
this session. From the combined wis- 
dom of the sisters and brothers here 
assembled we ought to be able to lay 
such plans and take such steps as will 
enable the order to press on in the 
good work. There is need to manufac- 
ture temperance sentiment, need ‘to 
convert the world to Good Templary, 
and, though times are hard and count- 
less obstacles stare us.in the face, the 
interests of humanity demand that we 
put all obstacles under foot and carry. 
the gospel of Good Templary to the 
world. Let us then, with face toward 
the foe, ask the guidance of the Divine 
One in all the deliberations of this ses- 
sion, and pray that all we shall do and 
plan to do will result in the advance- 
ment and increased prosperity of our 
order. 

“The last report of this Grand Lodge 
showed 4226 members in good standing 
in 120 lodges. Today we have to sub- 
mit the discouraging report of 3133 
members in 84 lodges, showing a loss 
of 1093 members and 36 lodges, the 


same being the largest loss since 1892. 
The state of the order, then; is very 
unsatisfactory.”’ 

Among the causes to which he at- 
tributes the decline the chief is the 
scarcity of money with which to do 
missionary work, and experience has 
shown the necessity of having intelli- 
gent workers in the field all the time. 
Without means the order is helpless.

Following this is a report of the his- 
tory of the order in the State for the 
past thirty years. The first Grand 
Lodge was instituted at Sacramento 
in 1860, with 579 members, and the larg- 
est membership attained was in 1883, 
when the membership reached 18,873. 

Mrs. M. G. Wright and James Wil- 
son, representatives to the Interna- 
tional Supreme Lodge held at Tonhalle, 
Zurich, in June, rendered quite an ex- 
tensive and interesting report of the 
session of that body. 

Reports were also given by R. 
Thompson, Financial Agent, and M. M. 
Carpenter, secretary of the board of 
trustees of the Home for Orphans at 
Vallejo, from which the following fig- 
ures are obtained.

Of those discharged. good homes 
have been found for 30; returned to 
relatives, 41. The total receipts for 
the home for all services is $20,797.84: 
the total expenditures, $24,326.37. The 
total value of the buildings and fur- 
niture is $43,550; sixty acres of land, 
3700; thirty acres in trees and vine- 
yard, $3000; farm products, imple- 
ments and live stock, $3181, making the 
establishment worth in the aggregate 
$53.431. 

The report of Grand Treasurer Vol- 
ney Taylor showed receipts amount- 
ing to $27,167.28; expenditures, $27,- 
258.90, or $91.62 in excess of receipts. 

During the afternoon, action was 
taken on a number of the recommenda- 
tions made by Grand Chief Templar 
Webb in his report and a resolution 
was adopted to the effect that the 
situation requires that the Grand 
Lodge depart from ways and means 
set by precedent, and seek to infuse

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW. YORK, Nov. 9.—The tone of the mar- 
ket during the latter part of the day’s trad- 
ing was strong. There was steady buying of 
a good character all day, which seemed to 
be for long actount, and in the final trans- 
actions the shorts were driven, to cover quite 
urgently, carrying the level of prices strongly 
above last night's close, so that the net gains 
in nearly all active stocks are over a pont, 
and in many.cases; notably Grangers, and 
some of the Southern stocks, are nearly 2 
points. The professional bear element was 
prepared for a continuance of their success- 
ful campaign cf yesterrday, and they set 
about raiding the market very soon after the 
opening, which showed fractional] improve- 
ments in sympathy with London. Sugar was 
the vulnerable point of attack, and was 
driven down over 2 per cent. on ill-defined 
rumors of charges to be formulated of illegal 
entries of imported sugar. The bears also 
succeeded in depressing New Jersey Central, 
Manhattan and one or two other recently 
susceptible stocks. But the sympathetic de- 
cline brought about in the rest of the list 
was narrow, and gave sufficient warning to 
the bears that they were not to have things 
their own way so unresisted as yesterday. The 
coalers showed a marked tendency td re- 
cover from their recent depression on reporis 
of an agreement by the competing interests 
in trade. The southern roalroads enjoyed the 
benefit of the very large cotton movement, 
which was presented from the lifting of fever 
quarantines, and which has sent the price of 
cotton to near the lowest on record. The 
whole railway list was also strengthened by 
consideration of yesterday's Supreme Court 
decision denying the right of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to enforce absolutely 
the long-and-short-haul clause of the inter- 
state law. There was a marked subsidence 
of apprehension regarding relations with 
Spain on account of Cuba, and intimation 
came during the afternoon after the Cabinet 
had gone into session at Was..ugton that an 
official announcement would be made there 
tomorrow of an expressed willingness on the 
part of Spain to accept the good offices of 
the United States in aiding a settlement of 
the Cuban question. One of the strongest fac- 
tors in the improved tone was the large 
and confident buying for London account. 
This was especially marked in St. Paul, Lou- 
isville and Northern Pacific preferred. Money 
in London shows an easier tendency, and in- 
vites increased speculation. Part of the 
buying also was incident to the settlement in 
progress on the London Exchange. Reports 
of railway earnings were, many of them, very 
favorable, though Northern Pacific showed a 
decrease for the fourth week in October of 
over $36,000. There were periods of fullness 
and hesitancy during the day, and total sales 
of all stocks were less than 400,0v0 shares, of 
which Sugar, Burlington and St. Paul made 
up nearly a half. The bond garket was 
rather quiet, but prices held firm. Total sales 
were $1,350,000. United States fives declined 
4g bid, and the twos registered 44.

Requested to Support a New Tariff 
Measure: 
The directors of the Board of Trade 


met last evening. ' 
Jacoby Bros., wholesale and retail

A. L. Bancroft appeared before the 
board and presented the proposition of 
naming and numbering the county 
roads under the “ten block system.’ 
This matter has already been pre- 
sented to the Board of Supervisors 
with the request that they appoint a 
committee of five to take preliminary 
steps and report upon the advisability 
of putting the system into general use. 
The board appointed a committee of 
three consisting of the President, Di- 
rector Thayer and the secretary, to 
take the matter in hand, and present 
the same in proper form to the Board 
of Supervisors. 

An invitation was received from the 
Pasadena Tournament of Roses Asso- 
ciation to the Board of Trade to parti- 
cipate in the parade on next. New 
Years day, and the secretary was di- 
rected to acknowledge the same with 
thanks, and state that if arrange- 
ments can be made, the board will be 
glad to acept the invitation. 

H. Goodwin, acting secretary of 
the Pomological Society of Southern 
California, extended, in behalf of that 
association, an invitation to all the 
members of the Board of Trade to 
meet with the society at Pomona on 
Thursday and Friday next.

A communication was presented from 
the Tariff Commission League, Newark, 
N. J., asking that the board take action 
favoring the passage of a bill ‘for the 
raising of revenue and the creating 
of a tariff commission, and for other 
purposes.”’ A bill with this object in 
view was introduced in the House of 
Representatives on July 22, 1897, by 
Charles W. Stone, at the first session 
of the Fifty-ffth Congress. (H.R.4056) 
This bill provides: 

“Section 1. That the duty levied on all 
goods imported from any foreign coun- 
try into the United States, and coming 
into competition with similar goods 
manufactured or produced in the United 
States shall, in all cases, be an amount 
fully equal to the difference in the 
cost of producing such goods in the 
foreign country were produced, and the 
cost of producing such goods in the 
United States; that all goods im- 
proted from any foreign country into 
the United States which do not come 
into competition with similar goods 
manufactured or produced in the 
United States may be admitted free of 
duty unless a duty on such goods may 
be considered necessary for the purpose 


in this act. . 

“Sec. 2. That all duties levied under 
this act shall, so far as practicable, be 
specified at a certain price per unit of 
weight, measure, or quantity, except 
where a unit of weight, measure, or 
quantity may vary materially in value, 
in which case it shal be specified at a 
certain price per unit of weight, meas- 
ure, or quantity, and in addition thereto 
an ad valorem rate of duty; but where 
specific duty is not practicable, an ad 
valorem rate may be used alone.

ALMOST HOPELESS. 


Capt. Tattle of the Bear on the Im- 
prisoned Whalers, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Secretary 
Gage received the following telegram 
from Capt. Tuttle, in command of the 

Bear, now at Seattle, Wash.: 

‘Repairs to boiler, air pump, bridge 
Walls and docking vessel cost $1500. Be- 
fore Bear can reach St. Michaels the 
bay will be frozen over. Vessel cannot 
winter at St. Michaels, as the ice would 
carry it away. There is no harbor 
north of Unalaska that does not re- 
main frozen until late in June. Bering 
Straits is closed by ice in November 
and remains so until June. 

“The whalers at Point Barrow are 
within six miles of the point and 
within eighteen miles of the former 
refuge station. I understand from Capt. 
McGregor of the steam whaler Karluk 
that Liebes, agent at the refuge sta- 
tion, has about 300 barrels of flour. 
With this and the provisions of five 
vessels, there should be no starvation. 
Those frozen in at Demarkation Point 
have a supply station at Herschel Isl- 
and to fall back upon. 

“While it will probably be necessary 
to abandon their vessels, I do not ap- 
prehend the crews will meet with any- 
thing worse than privations and hard- 
ships. The Bear can be ready to start 
in two weeks. There is plenty of coal. 
at Unalaska. I can see no way of ren- 
cat assistance until the ice opens in

The ordinance was not so much out 
of favor with merchants yesterday as 
it was on Monday. The improvement 
in the condition of the streets was so 
obvious that many who had sprained 
their hind legs by kicking began to 
take a different view of the matter 
and concluded that a little temporary 
inconvenience might -be ‘endured for 
the public good. Merchants found that 
it was no great hardship to'be obliged 
to hire boys to accompany their driv- 
ers when delivering goods in the busi- 
ness district, and the boys were glad 
to get employment. Some merchants 
said they would hire boys, put them 
in uniform and station them in front 
of their stores to hold the horses of 
patrons, and they believed the inno- 
vation would work well as an adver- 
tisement.
